New York, .Tan. 18.— Hannah Elias, 
the mulatto whom, aged John 11. Plntt 
is suing to coBipel her to return. $680,- 
000, which lie claims she extorted from 
liim during an acfiaintance of twenty 
years, to<lay told the story of, her life 
Tjefore Justice Gorman in the Kuiireuie 
court, where the suit Is .ou trial. It is 
an extraordinary talc of "sudden eleva- 
tion from the lowest and mosti vile sur- 
Toundings to n position of aflluonce. 
Money was literally rained ripon licr 
and -she Juid everything that great 
wealth coukP provide. She declares that 
she had nothing to itonceal and insisted 
that every dollar that I'latt gave lier 
'liad been givoni voluntarily. 

She 'believed, she said, that she was 
under no obligation to return any part 
of the money, which slio now po.ssesses. 
How much monej-i Piatt gave she coidd 
'Tiot say, even approximately, as she 
never kept any account of liis gifts, 
whicH were made in large simis at fre- 
quent ^ intervals durlng^.their, entire nc- 
qaintaSt^jMr. Plait trraigft^iuoi^ 
from' the'first ifliei^' sold, jiont' lie' became 
more so after , the'; deaihiiof 'his. iwife in 
1803. Qe toldi her. at .that time that lie 
wanted to provide for her liandsomcly 
and explained that if ho mentioned her 
in Ills will a contention might result. 
Ho had decided, therefore, to give licr 
a great deal of money while he was 
yet alive. He advised her to invest thi.-i 
money carefully and suggested that it 
might bo well for her to id.'icc n ron- 
siderablrt portion of it in savings banks. 
Six months after his wife's death he 
gave tho witness Mrs. Piatt's watcli anvl 
l)rayer (book.

'bloodslied. 

The (dlM is full of sensational rumors 
and rioting is generally expected. Tho 
great industrial (luartcr of St, Peters- 
burg presents the appearance of an arm- 
ed camp. The idle factories axe sur- 
rouudtHl 'by cordons of police and patrols^ 
of iiifaulrjv are marching about the 
anow-covercd plaln.s. 

Tho strikers arc led by a priest named 
Gopot, wJio is idolized by tho workmen 
an(i who represents t'hem ia negotiations 
with the eniployei-s, Tho strike leaders 
claim to have funds ouougU to hold out 
for mojvths, but that is doubtcvl; and- tho 
lack of money and tho privations of 
winter, and perliaps, government inter- 
ference, are expected to mtilce. the Strike 
short and sharp. 

The strike has an important bearing 
on tho war in tho Far East, as every 
dify's delay in completing government 
contracts at the iron works means the 
loss of precious time in the statting o( 
the third Pacifid squadron:' 

The strike situation this afternoon is 
assuming a serious aspect. One of the 
cotton milks lias joined in the movement, 
and if the rest follow they will add near- 
ly a huiidre<l tliotusand men to the ranks 
of tho strikers. Thei best feature of the 
situation is tliat tho iron and steel 
works, wliieh arc working overtime ow- 
ing to government orilers, are disiK)sed 
to mec-t the men's doniaiuLs. The w'liolc 
moveuiiMit still remains strictly in the 
Tiature of a trado dispute, although tlio 
Social-Doniocratii are trying bard to give 
it a political character. The authorities 
are taking tho greatest precautions to 
prevent disorders tomorrow, the feast of 
the 'Epiphany, and cpjiecially around tlie 
Winter palace, where the I'Jmperor and 
the wliole imjierial family have asseni- 
Idod for the ceremony of blessing the 
fathers.

Boston, Jan. 18.— ^^Pha striie at die 
cotton mill operatives at Pall iEirer, 
which affectcHl about 25,000 peosons, and' 
whJdr lias been in progress for six 
months to the great hardship 'and suf- 
fering of Fall River people, was settled 
today through tlie mediation of Gover- 
nor W. Ij. Douglas, under the terms of 
an agreement accepted' by ' iboth'' manu- 
facturers ami operii;tires at sa.C'tmfetence 
held , tot the State ibouso; toiday.-. ^Tho 
.strikers .will leturn to wiHrkiot once un- 
der tho twelve aind a (half cent..-re- 
ductioai, against which they; Btruck' Jast' 
July and with no discriminatioa because 
of tlio strike. No rate of wages was 
ostiiblished, but it is agreed that Gov- 
ernor )l>ouglas shall iavestigato tho mat- 
ter of margins between the cost of cot- 
ton to the mill owwrs and tlie selling 
prices of cloth, and submit his conclu- 
sions a.s to an average margin upon 
which the mauufacturei-s are to pay a 
dividend of five per cent, on wages earn- 
ed from the present time to April 1. 

IBoth sides regard the outcome of the 
deliberations as a victory. ' 

Governor Douglas, in a statement is- 
sued after tlio conference, cx]>re.ssed 
especial pleasure that the manufacturers 
had accepted even a anodificd form of 
arbitration;' 

Fall River, Tan. 18.-^The news of tlie 

settlement of tho long pending mill 
.strike was roeeivcHl here with ontluis- 
ia.sni. The rejoicing was ■particularly 
marked among the nop-union emidoyees, 
who, Jiowever, have lent support to the 
fitrike.

In ftlie editoiiai of yesterday dealing 
mifh'the financial relations of the Prov- 
ince with the Doniinioil an unfortunate 
typogiMphical error occurred which 
caused us to sa^- exactly the opposite of 
what, was intended. We said that "the 
increased salbsldy tha'fl vriircome to the 
Province on the 'bftfih of population as 
part of a uuiforin plan of adjust lucnt 
will leave British Columbia relatively 
better, off than i^e was.!- It should have 
redd "relatively NO better -off," -and that 
is tho point which we wisli'tO'empbaslze. 

The Government of British Columbia 
has an area, eight times as^'great as the 
three VMaridme^^oyiucira, ..all thrown 
iirto one, to adnuhister. ' The physical 
nature of the surface of tliat immense 
area presents obstacles to development 
and eommunicationi incomparably great- 
er thaii''that7.<i(.! auy other 'province. 
fWhen we say "iiicomparahly" greater, 
that is, .i)er!iaps, an exaggeration By 
actual comiiarisoji, as lias been estab- 
lished in these columns, the ratio of ex- 
penditure for BjJtbliq w^orks as between 
British 'Columbia and the Maritime 
Provinces is 7 to 1, and for all services 
4 to 1. Taliiug tlie whole of the Prov- 
inces the cost of administration cover- 
ing' a;.poriod of thirty years is »ver four 
times in British C^oliimbia what it is in 
the otbere. 

"Wu have been handicapped in many 
other ways by nature. Our extreme 
western position Jias imposed a liuiden 
Of freight rates on all the goods we 
consume tliat is not borne Iby the East- 
ern Provinces. It increases the cost of 
<iur living matei-ially. 

The cunnnorcial object of Confodora- 
liou was interprovincial trade. If it had 
not ibeon for the benefits expected in the 
way of 'Selling jfreely to eacl' other flic 
colonies of Canada would probably Iiave 
Jicver gone in for iniiuii. If a sentiniciit 
has not a material side to it it is not 
iikeiy to have, except among a few ideal- 
ists, much importance attached to it. 
Kvcn the majority of poets would hav(i 
sought ,i:(>nie otlier occupation had it not 
■been for tlio market value of their 
ftvares. Britirti Columbia from that point 
of view has been a rich asset for the 
other Provinces oL' tlie Doininiun, iiias- 
Muich as she has affunli'd one of tin; 
largest and auost prolita'ble marketii for 
their merchandise and manufactures. 
In return for this market ive find that 
we get one per cent of the benefits of 
( 'onfederalion. While we 'buy nearly all 
we consume ifroiu the Eastern Pi-ovinces, 
WO sell practically none of our products 
ea'St of the iRocky mountains. In luni- 
iber, in which we wore beginning to find 
a iniu-lict in JIauitolia and t'lie North- 
-west— the Uiitural outlet for our tiinlu'r 
•prodiicls— «e lind ourselves barred from 
it.s eiijoymciil, owing to merciless ivmi- 
I'lciilicju fniMi IIk' I'nited Slates, from 
the mark(!ls ')f wliich we ni-e in lurn 
liari-c'd liy huslile and imprcgaahle lar- 
itf lianiers.

In outline, it is stated, the 
stvie of insurance will very much rc- 
s(Mnb!o that of the famour,- Lloyd's, ami 
will lie eiiually or more effective than 
the recent mamior of placing the matter 
of lire insurance in the hands of the 
companies, while it will liavo tho fur- 
ther advantage and impoi-tant one, be- 
ing loss e.Kiiensive when once in good 
running order.

The cxhitlt represented tho Ave spe- 
cies of salmon— Immpback, dog salinou, 
spring salmon, cockeye salmon and cohoe 
Kulmon— each In twenty* different stages 
from the egg to the period of develop' 
nicnt when tlic fish are adjudged ready 
for liberation.' 

;i . Tho illustrated, history of tie liUinp'^ 
back is particularly interesting in tho 

.-■lear demonstration of t'bo processes Of 
evolution from the i^gg. The tenth -sta 
shows' the eyes and lisii in the eg^5 the 
eleventh tho fish just emerging from 
tho egg with the egg .skin adlioring; 
the twelfth shows the fish taking form, 
with the egg sack still attaclicd, this 
gradually diminishing into the abdomen 
of the young fish, which when ready for 
.liberation is usually of a length of about 
one and a half indies. 

The spring salmon have the largest 
eggs in the collection, and tlie sockeyes 
the ■smalleet.-
